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About Boots---- 


An outing is only successful if it has been enjoyable and comfortable, and comfort usually starts, 
or stops, with the feet! 

We have selected an assortment of men’s and women’s boots designed for optimum performance 
in their price and use category. Boots, like street shoes, vary slightly in fit because of style and 
designated use. We have noted these characteristics in each boot description, as we feel they are 
so important in considering the best boot for fit and intended use. 


FITTING OF BOOTS 


It is important when purchasing a boot to buy the 
one which fits best provided it has the features re- 
quired for your specific use. Boots are made from 
natural materials and usually stretch in varying de- 
grees, depending on style and model. When trying 
on boots it is best to wear a little less sock than 
normal. . For instance, if you normally wear two 
thick socks, try the boots on with a thin and a thick 
pair. This will allow a little for stretching.. It is 
impossible to tell in ten or fifteen minutes if a boot 
fits correctly. It is much better to wear them in your 
home for about two hours. The boot will either 
become more comfortable, or less comfortable in 
that time. |f it does become quite uncomfortable, 
the boot should be returned. 


WHEN MEASURING YOUR FOOT to order boots, 
put on the socks you intend to wear with them. 
Normally, one light pair and one heavy pair of wool 
socks for hiking and winter mountaineering; one 
light pair for climbing with klettershoes. Stand on 
a piece of paper with weight distributed on both 
feet. Hold a pencil vertically and trace the outline 
of each foot. To supplement this information and 
insure best fit, also PLEASE INCLUDE YOUR REGU- 
LAR STREET SHOE SIZE (as 91⁄2 B, etc.). If these 
instructions are followed carefully, it is quite easy 
for us to assure you a good fit. Should any boot you 
order prove to be an improper fit, please return for 
rop ema or refund before wearing them out- 
oors.

Independent 
instep and ankle fit to secure foot down into snug 
heel fit. Heavy stitched welt, heavy duty extra mid- 
sole, and vibram lua soles.

About Fabrics---- 


Much is said about various “miracle” fabrics of to- 
day, and the ability to be waterproof, yet ‘’breath- 
able." In an attempt to be very realistic and prac- 
tical, we offer the following: 


WATERPROOF —Completely water tight. Will not 
let water or moisture in or out. Has closed pores, and 
consequently does not breathe. Rubber or urethane 
coatings will keep moisture out but also cause con- 
densation. People wearing rainwear of waterproof 
fabric often think the garment is leaking, when in 
fact the moisture is simply condensation from their 
body, trapped inside the garment. When wearing 
waterproof garments, allow for ventilation around 
neck, and air circulation under garment as much as 
possible to minimize condensation. |n tents, be 
sure the rain fly is 3 to 5 inches off top of tent to 
allow air circulation between tent roof and fly. 


WATER REPELLENT—Fabrics, such as our NP-22, 
are fabrics that are tightly woven, then treated with 
a silicone to repel water. These fabrics do breathe, 
and are comfortable in various weather conditions. 
They are not water PROOF, however, and if rubbed 
from one side, will wick” water through the tiny 
pores. NP-22 is 50-50 nylon and pima cotton, and 
has a ""Quarpel' water repellent finish. The fabric, 
when used in a tent, will shed all but severe or pro- 
longed rains, unless rubbed from the inside. It will 
then wick the moisture through. When used in a 
Mountain Parka, it will repel light rains and driz- 
zles.—It should not be misconstrued as a water 
proof fabric, however, as it does breathe, and can 
allow moisture in.—In all of our testing, we still 
find NP-22 to be the best fabric for its abrasive 
resistant qualities, its high strength for light weight, 
and its water repelling ability.—fFor a good tent to 
be strong, lightweight, windtight, and water-repel- 
lent, the NP-22 is tops. —For a tent to be used in 
very rainy areas, we recommend the ripstop nylon, 
used with a urethane coated rainfly.

The ROYALIGHT TENT is a hardy, storm-proof and comfortable 
two-man tent incorporating many years of experience in every 
detail. 


The Royalight sleeps two people and their packs without crowding. 
A durable coated nylon floor 7'6'' long and 5' wide near the door, 
tapers to 4’ wide at rear. Front peak is 4’6’’ and tapers to 1'8" at 
rear peak. Large, hooded, insect-tight ventilators at front and rear 
peaks can be closed during storm from within tent. Storm-proof 
door ties out like canopy, providing space for cooking or pack, or 
rolls up when not needed. During storms, two zippers under pro- 
tective 2" flap close door tightly or adjust for ventilation. Two 
side pullouts enlarge inside space. Three-inch vertical wall at rear 
extends usable width to full four feet. Floors extend up sides 9"' 
on nylon ripstop model. 


Center zipper opens mosquito netting which ties aside when open. 
Double sill of fabric provides insect-proof seal for bottom of 
netting. Inside loops on ridge for spanning clothesline; handy net 
pockets on sides for socks, flashlight and miscellaneous items. 
All points of strain, and the ridge are strongly reinforced.

It is a purchase that should be made after careful con- 
sideration of many factors, as it is a purchase you should be happy with for many years. 

Goose Down is the finest filling available for insulating sleeping bags, just as various nylon fabrics 
are the best materials available for constructing the bags. Many people make nylon sleeping bags 
filled with Goose Down. Many people make shoes, automobiles, clothing and countless other pro- 
ducts, all varying in degree of quality. We feel we know how to make sleeping bags of the finest 
quality and we also feel we spend more time and effort making each bag. We use only prime 
Northern Goose Down. It costs us more, but it lasts much longer and keeps a bag in active use for 
years. We use Downproof nylon material selected for the best combination of qualities desired in 
each model of bag. We put as much effort into the inside construction of the bag, where it can- 
not be seen, as we do into the outside of the bag. People often buy nice looking automobiles only 
to discover later that the engine, transmission, or other “unseen” parts are not what they should 
be. To us the following points are important in selecting any sleeping bag. The points are not 
necessarily in order of importance; as in buying the automobile, you must have the combination 
of all the factors to insure the best purchase. If you eliminate any one point, you are comprom- 


ising quality. 


DOWN. |t must be top grade Goose Down. Color 
is not important. Maturity of Down gives resiliency. 
Down from stronger, ‘‘outdoor’’ northern geese gives 
finest performance. 


FABRIC. Nylon is the strongest for its weight. It 
should be soft, yet Downproof to eliminate ‘sifting’ 
of Down through pores. It should be water repellent, 
yet allow good breathability“ in allowing the moist- 
ure to escape from your body as you sleep. 


CONSTRUCTION. Perhaps the greatest factor in 
performance. Down-filled sleeping bags must have 
compartments designed to hold the Down in place, 
keep it from shifting and causing cold spots. Maxi- 
mize the effectiveness of the Down, while at the 
same time minimizing the weight of the fill needed. 
This compartmentizing is what determnes the major 
price difference in bags, and also determines the ef- 
ficiency and effective "life" of a sleeping bag. 
Buying Down bags by weight of fill alone is a ter- 
rible misconcepton. The cheapest construction of a 
bag would be to pack a poorly baffled or compart- 
mentized bag with an over-fill of Down. We spend 
much time and labor on the inside of the bag where 
it really counts. We use Downproof, ripstop nylon 
for our baffle systems. Net is a bit lighter, cheaper, 
and easier to use. Some say it is better because it 
allows air to pass from channel to channel very 
easily. Downproof nylon also allows air to travel. 
It does not allow Down to travel or bunch, however, 
and we think this is the entire idea of compartment- 
izing. All baffles have rolled seams to eliminate 
ravelling. If you ever really want to see how much 
work and quality is in a bag, check the inside—the 
most important part, and the part no one usually 
ever sees, including the inside of ours! . 

As mentioned, the Down, fabric, loft, and exterior 
features are all important in deciding which bag is 
the best value for its intended use, but the unseen 
construction and engineering are truly the standards 
of quality. 
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€ We make sleeping bags in increments of four 
inches, from 5'6” (measuring from top of front, or 
under the chin, excluding hood) to 6'6”. This sizing 
feature, offered by us alone, assures you of a custom 
sized bag, large enough, yet not uselessly large to 
cause a cold foot end or unnecessary weight. 


€ We offer both full length left opening and right 
opening bags in every model. Any left opening 
Holubar sleeping bag, regardless of model or size, 
will zip to any right opening Holubar bag, regardless 
of size, to form a roomy, double bag. The bags will 
match at head ends, and any additional length of 
one bag extends at foot end. We have made im- 
provements in our zipper construction this year, so 
customers now owning Holubar bags and wishing a 
new bag to zip to their old one can have their present 
zipper replaced by us to match the new bag. (Please 
write for further instructions and information.) 


9 The minimum temperature range quoted on each 
of our bags is very conservative. We would rather 
build in a safety factor, allowing for the coldest 
sleepers, than to get a complaint. We do not use 
maximum temperatures, or a “range” figure, as we 
do not believe a sleeping bag, built for cold weather, 
will be comfortable in high temperatures.
